On motion at a special term of 
Fiscal court of Jan. 7. 1913, it 
was ordered that the roads of 
Crittenden county be worked by 
hands to be warned in by the 
County Road Engineer, or his 
assistants, and ail able bodied 
male citizens of the county over 
the age of 18 years and under 
the age of 60 years, except li' 
censed ministers of the gospel 
and citizens of incorporated 
towns and cities, are required to 

provide themselves with neces- 
sary tools and implements) and 
to work on public roads of the 
county, not exceeding two days 
in a week and six days in each 
year, provided, however that 
any road hand may pay to the 
county engineer, the sum of 
three dollars. ($3.00) on or be- 
fore the 1st day of June, of any 
year, and upon payment of said 
sum, he will thereby be released 
from work upon the road during 
the said year. The County Road 
Engineer shall immediately pay 
over said sum so paid to him, to 
the county treasurer, who shall 
place same to the credit of road 
fund, and same shall be applied 
and uaed in the employment of 
graders, plows, and teams and 
hands to work upon the roads of 
the county when needed. And 
said treasurer shall keep a seper- 
ate account of such funds from 
that paid to him by the sheriff. 

In employing hands to work 
upon said roads the County En- 
gineer shall, pay the prevailing 
wages in the neighborhood where 
said work is done, n3t however, 
to exceed *1.50 nor less than 
$1,00 per day, for each day of 
eight houra. In view of this 
fact I am now prepared to give 
receipts to all who want to pay,

CALIFOKNIA DECLINES TO 
PAY rUR KNUX VISIT 



CoDifflission Holds Former Secre- 
tary BMittd Taft Instead 
tf EzpaiitiM. 

Sacramento, C'al., April 28.— 
Through the Panama-Paciflc Ex- 
*1)osition Commission the State 
has refused to participate in the 
expenses of former Secretary of 
State P. C. Knox, who visittd 
Caiirornia last May. ostensibly 
to boost tiie exposition, on the 
ground that that official used the 
occasion to aid President Taft's 
political aspirations. 

The Exposition Commission is 
the body specifically delegated 
with the duty of >a:()verriin^ the 
expenditureof $j,UUU,UlU., which 
the State is raising for the 1915 
fair. The commission is headed 
by Gov. Hiram Johnson. The 
hill presented by the Southern 
Pacific Company for the Knox 
trip calls for $1.:W7.1S. 

Gov. Johnshn said today. 

"I believe the Exposition Ck>m- 
mission turned down the item 
because its members did not be- 
lieve the State should share in 
the expense of a trip that was 
transmuted into a political boost 
for President Taft. It was stip- 
ulated before Mr. Knox eame to 
California that there should be 
no politics on the trip."

By taking Scjtari, King Nich- 
olas vpsen all the plans of the 
great powers in settling the Hai- 
kan war. The powers had plan- 
ned to give Albania autonomous 
government with Scutari as the 
capital* 

The city's capturt was one of 
the most brilliant achievements 
of the seven months' Balkan war. 

For two days and two nights 
the M:)ntenegrins bombarded 
Scutari. Late yesterday a des- 
perate assault was made. 

The artillery of the Turk army 
was stilled and at close range the 
men fought, mowing down hun- 
dreds at a time, until the con- 
flict became too close for rifle fire. 
It was then that bayonets, clubs, 
rifles, pistols, sabers ani knives 
were used until the siege Stricken 
city bad to surrender.

"At first I felt vtry much like a 
young fellow who calls on his 
girl fnr the first time, after 
stumbling over the bear-skin 
rug and a few chairs. But after 
a few moments I was so impress 
ed with the power lodged in the 
chair that I could have declared 
the whole Republican party out 
of order. 

*The house looks better from 
the Speaker's chair, because you 
are farther from it. Most of the 
members being baldheaded- they 
look better from the front than 
from behind. But on the whole 
I would say that presiding over 
the House of Representatives is 
an easier job than presiding over 
a fifcal court. Tlie reason for 
this is because in the House of 
Keprestnlatives there are rules 
to go by. whereas a fiscal court 
is a rule unto itself.

I enjoyed my brief authority I 
will state that I liked it well 
iTough t'> try it again if the 
House will let me. i am im- 
pressed with the fact that the 
House is a great deliberative 
body of patriotic men, and to be 
a member of it is a great honor. "
